United States, was on event of flrst importance.ndt only to astronomers, but
the world at large. It was unprecedentedIn more than one respect. Its
path of totality. Instead of extending
through sparsely settled regions, or

running over scant expanses of water,
crossed six states In a populous portion
of the country, all of the region being
easily accessible by rail and water. It

Costly Preparations Were Made.
The United States government and

dl! great educational institutions made
eJaborate and costly preparations to

get the best possible observations and
millions of dollars were expended In
this way. While great Interest attachedto the eclipse Itself, the object of
the astronomers composing the "eclipse
expeditions" from all parts of the countrywas not alone to observe the passingoC the moon before the sun, but the
study of the "corona." This particular
branch of the many phenomena generallyattending an eclipse, has always
been an unsolvable problem. It is the
belief of many astronomers that the coronais a product of the sun and has
nothing to do with the earth or moon.

Helium is Discovered.
Hydrogen gas has be*f indicated and

a rare element called helium, recently
detected in the volcanic rocks on the
earth, has been seen. Of whatever

MAYOR SMITH DEAD.
Stricken With an Acute Form of Dementia.OnlyBeform Mayor Ever
Elected Who Enforced the City
Laws.

CHARLESTON. W. Va.. May 23..

W. Herman Smith, mayor of thla city,
died this morning at 7 o'clock at the
Cincinnati Sanitarium, where he has

been undergoing treatment for the past
three weeks. He was stricken with
an acut? form of dementia on April 29,
while at Galllpolis, Ohio, on a visit
with his wife. From there he was removedto Cincinnati and placcd under
treatment by eminent specialists. His
malady was Incurable, and hi* grew
gradually worse and died.
The deceased was perhaps the only

reform mayor elected in Charleston who
tried his utmost to unforcs all the laws
as he found them on the books. The
city was honeycombed with abuses
when he went into ofllce, but he went I
to work to clean them out.
This he was doing most effectually

and when he was stricken had succeededIn transform!ng^crltlclsm into generaladmiration upon the part of the
best clas3 of people. His tragic talcing
off Is universally lamented. The remainswll be interred at Galllpolis, his
